3. Robin's Wild Ride 


Clinging to a ladder on the 
side of the car, Batman escapes 
death. Nolan (Don Harvey) seizes 
a box of the exposive, but leaves 
the detonators behind. Brown 
broadcasts the presence in town of 
Roger Morton (Marshal Bradford), 
who immediately is kidnapped by 
the Wizard and forced to reveal 
the hiding place of the detonators.
